I attach hereto a copy of a 
letter that I am forwarding to 
the President of the United 
States, and I urge you to use 
your good offices toward the end 
outlined in that letter. 

March 31, 1971 
The Honorable Richard M. Nixon 
President of the United States 
Washington, D.C, 20525 
Dear Mr. President: 

The recent conviction of Lt. 
William L, Calley by the Right 
Honorable Officers of the Court 
Martial Board, all being as I un- 
derstand heroic desk combat 
officers of Vietnam, seems to be 
most appropriate under the usual 
military rule of protect the senior 
officers at all costs, appears to 
me to call for the subsequent 
conviction of all line officers in 


the chain of command that led 
to this most unfortunate incident 
up to, and including, the former 
Commander in Chief. 


I would suggest that a facility 
large enough to accommodate all 
of these men be erected for Lt. 
Calley’s execution or incarcera- 
tion on that great day of reck- 
oning. 

It appears to me, ana i am sure 


many, many citizens feel the 
same, that Lt, Calley being a 
draftee who had intelligence 


enough to warrant promotion to 
the rank of an officer, was in 
fact carrying out the order of his 
superior officer, who in turn was 
carrying out the orders of his 
superior officer, ad infinitum, 

I am certain in my soul and 
conscience that this young man 
is being made the goat for an
